While we appreciate that 
a number of persons labored earnestly and with the best 
of intentions to remedy the alleged faults of the Senate 
version, and while we have no wish to hurt their feelings, 
nevertheless we led that their efforts have completely 
ruined a very desirable piece of legislation. 
I heir opera­ 
tion may have been a success— but the patient has died! 
In our opinion, it is unmistakable that pro Commu­ 
nist influences somehow succeeded in dictating the terms 
of this anti-Communist Bill.
